with the Advice and Confent of the Lords

higher Duty : And whereas it may have
happened that many Deeds, Inftruments,
and other Matters and Things, by reafon
that ftamped Paper, Vellum; or Parchment,
was not to be procured, may have been
figned, fealed, or otherwife exccuted, en-
tered, or inrolled, in the faid Colonies and
Plantations, upon unftamped Paper, Vel-
lum, or Parchmenty and, by reafon thereof,
cannot be pleaded or given in Evidence, or
admitted to be good, ufeful; or available,
in Law or Equity : And wheteas by the
faid A& being repealed, there remains no
Provifion for making the faid Decds, Inftru-
ments, Matters, and Things, pleadable, or
to be given in Evidence, or admiffible as
good, ufeful, or available, in Law or Equi-
ty, which may be attended with many In-
conveniencies ; be it therefore cnaéted by
the Authority aforefaid, That all and every

Neverthelefs, if
we may believe fome intelligent Perfons we now
touch on the Moment when we fhall re-enter un-
der the Dominion of the Greeks : But others,
perhaps not fo well informed of the Forees and
Skill of Prince Heraclius, as well as of his Con.
nexions with foreign Powers, perfuade themfelves
that the Georgians will foon fall again into the
moft cruel Servicude, and along with them all
the Chriftians of this Empire.

Paris, May 26. It is reported here, though
perhaps without Foundation, that in Spain one
Iofurretion breaks oot after another; that Bread
is fold there at 12 Sols a Pound ; that no Man is
fafe there ; that the nationa! '['roops will not a&t
againft the Rebels, and that 20 Squadrons of
French Troops have received Orders to march in-
Rantly to Madrid. We wait impatiently to hear
the dreaded Conlequences of this Calamity. We
are likewife informed, that in May 176(;'. a great
Revolution happened ac Quito, the Capital of
Peru, in the Weit-Indies. What Foundation there
is for this News, I'ime will evince.

May 28. The follnwing are the Circumftances
of a Revolution, which 15 vesy confidently faid to

have happened, on the 221 of May 1765, in the
City of Quito, the Capital of the Government
of Peru,

A Lady of the City writ on that Day a Note
to Don Juan Diarc Henexa, Direftor of the Cuf-
tom-Houfe, newly eftablithed there, recommend.-
ing to hini to make his Efcape direQly, unles he
chofe to lafe his Life it a cruel Manner. Henexa,
availing himfelf of this Notice, took refuge with the
Auditor and the Prefident of the Royal Audience,
in the Convent of St. Dominica. In Reality,
st the coming on of Night, s large Multitude ran
and fet Fire to the Cuftom. Houle, thinking the
Dircétor was there ftill. ~ Sixty Perfons perithed in
the Tumelt, snd the Fire confumed smong other
Things, 14,000 Quadruples in Specie. T he Peo.
ple aflembled alfo in all the Quarters of the City ;
and what is incredible is, that at the fame Hour
all the Inhabitants of that vait Country, compofed
of upwards of 2800 Cities, Towns and Villages,
were in Motion, and affembled in Confufion.

The moft illufirious Bithop of Quito, feeing
with Horror, a general and premeditated Rebel-
lion, propofed & Capitulation, which was accepted
only on the following Conditiona.

1. That all Buropean Foreigners thould be o.
blifed 10 quit the City in Eight Days,

I, That the Artillery, warlike Stores, and
Arms, which were in the King's Magazine, hould
be delivered up to the Rebels without Delay.

HI. That they fhould fettle, as 1 fundamental
Law, an Exemption from all Manger of Tribote.

IV. That all the Slaves fhould be made free
by an Indulto General, .

V. That the Criminals, detained in the Pri-
fons, fhould be fet at Liberty.

In Confequence of the firft Article, all the Fo-
reigners, that were at Quito, quitted the City un-
der the Difguife of Priefts and Monks, and aban-
doned their Effe@ts.

It is added, that the Confpirators, in order to
thake off entirely the Spanith Yoke, have pre-
tended o eleét a King in the Perfon of the Count
de Herba Florids, Viceroy, who in Spite of his
Proteftations, * That he would rather die, than
* take away the Crown from his lawful Sove.
* reign,” was forced, with the Dagger at his
Throat, to fuffer himfelf to be proclaimed King
of Quito.

The Bithop of Quito, endeavouring to efcape,
was made Prifoner at Sight.

This News came to the Vice-Roy of Santa.Fe
by an extraordinary Courier, difpatched from Santa
Martha, on the 34 of Oflober, 1765. And fince
we have been informed, that the Vice.-Roy at
Santa-Fe, not finding himfelf in Safety in his
own Houfe, had retired ac fitft into a Convent of
Monks ; but that he afterwards quitted it, in
order to ,50 to Houda, having abandoned all the
Affairs of his Government.

L ONDON, May z25.
They write from Leghorn, that in a late Aflem.
bly of the Corficans in Paoli’s Interet, it was
gnanimoufly agreed to Mufter every third Male,
from 16 Years upwards, in Cafe Neceflity fhould
require their being fummoned into the Field for
the Service of their Country.

The Admiral Stevens Packet, Intely arrived
from the Ealt-Indies, has brought over a little
Horfe and Mare for his Royal Highnefs the
Prince of Wales ; the former of which is no more
than 30 Inches high. The little Mare is the
greater Curiofity, as the is at this Time very Big
with Foal. Both the Mare and Horfe are at pre.
fent in a Park belonging to Lady Clive near
Blackheath.

They write from Gibraltar, that frefh Difputes
have lately broke out between the Datch and Al.
gerines, on Account of the former having been
detelted in fraudulently difpofing of their Medi-
terranean Pafles 1o Foreigners.

A Number of Indians, Men, Women and Chil.
dren, to the Amonnt of sco at leaft, were feen
by the Company of the'Dolphin Man of War,
from the Eaft Indies ; they were at leafk eight Feet
and an Half high, rode on Horfes not more
than 14 or tg Hands high, and were Clad in
